and th a t ou r interests have been serv­ 
ed in more 
than one w ay by the pos­ 
session of the islands. 
Bu t ou r chief 
reason for continu ing to hold them 
m u st be t hat wre ou ght in good faith 
to try to do ou r share of the w orld’s 
work, and th is particu lar piece of work 
has been imposed u pon u s by the re­ 
su lts of the w ar w ith Spain. 
We are 
endeavoring to develop the native» 
them selves so th at they shall take ao 
ever increasing share ln their own gov­ 
ernm ent, and, as fa r as is pru dent, we 
are already adm itting th eir representa­ 
tives to a governm ental equ ality w ith 
ou r own. 
There are com m issioners, 
ju dges and governors in the islands 
w ho are Filipino« and who have exact­ 
ly the sam e share ln the governm ent 
of the Islands as have their colleagu es 
who are Am ericans, w hile in the lower 
ranks, of cou rse, the great m ajority of 
the 
pu blic 
servants 
are 
Filipinos. 
W ithin tw o year* w’e shall be trying 
the experim ent of an elective low « 
hou se in the Philippine legislatu re. 
If 
the Filipinos act w ith wisdom and self 
re stra int if they show th a t they are 
capable of electing a legislatu re which 
In its tu rn is capable of taking a sane 
and efficient part in the actu al work of 
governm ent, they can rest assu red th a t 
a fu ll and increasing m easu re of rec­ 
ognition will be given them. 
Every m easu re taken concerning 
tbe 
Islands shou ld be taken prim arily with 
a view to their advantage. 
W e 
should 
certainly give them low er tariff 
rates 
on their exports to the U nited States. 
If this Is not done 
it will be a wrong 
to extend ou r shipping law s to 
them.
